PLEADING INSANITY.

Tie Ballard %aurder Case Still Run-

ning,

Introdwotion of Testimony by the De-
fesrdant—The State Heats Ite
Side of the Oase,

MORNING SRSSION,
When the distrlot court convemed at
.80 o'clock yesterday District Attor-
ney Estell announced that In the telal of
Thomas Ballard the state had offered
all the tastimony It desired to and rested
Its onso. This was unexpected to the de-
fondant's attorneys and rather knocked
them a little off of their base, becauses
they had not prepsrad themselves to pro-
ceed Immediately under soch olrenm-
stancer. After parleying around for some
time, hovever, the namea of their wit.

nestos wore read over and two
or throe of them  anawered
prosent.  Attachments were issned for
the balance and a balltff atarted ont to
hunt them up. Tha courlt room was again

filled with wspectators. Ballard had
changed hia apparsl and eamo In this
morning wenrlng a black sult of clothos,
He sits just bahind his attorneys and ap-
parently takes very little interest In the
proceedings, but a close obssrver can
easily see that' he notes carefully every
word that Is sald.

His attorneys have adopted for thelr
llne of defense the plea of insanlty, and
the first witness called to testify was Joe
Kubes, a butcher, But he proved to be
of wvery little force; knew abaolutely
pothing of his own personal knowludge
except that he had seen Ballard on the
day of the shooting. Hia examination
amoanted to nothing and no cross ques-
tions wera asiced him at all.

Qarl Sherman, a clerk for Kulin & Co,,
druggiste, was called as the second wit-
nees for defense. He knew Thomas
Ballard before and up to Janunary, 1883;
he had often glven the prisoner medlcine,
largely of a tonic and sedetlve nature,
the kind that drlnkers called ‘‘bracers,”
and when Ballard came for thess medl-
clnes he was badly broken up., These
mediclnes were glven to relleve him,
between his perlodleal sprees. Wlitness
was nsked by the attorney to state the
mental condition of prisoner as observed
by him, whether sound or unsound, At.
torneys for the state objacted, hut the
objection was overruled, and witness an-
swared that he couldn’t answer the ques-
tlon; Ballard was anbject to perlods of
depresslon and moroseness; these gener-
ally came on when he wonld commence to
sober up.

Oross oxamined by KEstelle—Ballard
was often on a spree and would frequent-
ly say he was golng to swear off and
braca up. When asking for ‘bracera’ he
always knew what he wanted. Ballard
was capable of observing between right
and wreeng,  Being drunk dldn't seem to
Incapscitate him from dolng business,

Androw Frick testlfied In substance
have reslded In Omaha twenly years;
bave known Ballard ainee 1871; seen him
durlng that time frequently; he was a
man of intemperate hablts, and when
under the Influence of liquor was wild
and wrdckless; when drinking he would
ba drunk four, five, rix or seven wecks at
n time, sometlmes he wouldn't drink for
three weeks or more. As to Ballard's
sanlty or insanlty when under the Influ-
ence of lquor the witness could not an-
wer, but he wouldn't conslder him a
wholly insane mun; think too that ol late
years his condltion has been getting
worse. On cross examlnatlon the wit-
ness testified that In 1876 Ballard
was in  business with  him.
When sober, Ballard was always atten-
tive to business and was capsble of de-
olding between right and wrong. He
had been employed as s night clerk and
runner at the St James hotel,

Moses Euntz was the next witness to
testlfly: He knew Thomss Ballard, and
had known him for 13 years; worked
with and knmew him very well; drenk
more or lees sll the time, and very fre-
quently would be on s dronk two or
three woeks at a time; when onder the
influence, if he met & man sgalnst whom
he had a grudge he was always wanting
to have trouble with him; when druck
Ballard didn't know what he was doing,
he was whisky Insane; the witness often
drank with Ballard but had been on no
“gprees’’ with him of late; last summer
Ballard used to go two and three months
without drinking anything at all; wit-
nees had known of the prisoner belng af-
flicted with a lpathesome disease, which
impared both his physical and mental
structura,

On cross examinatien the witness teatl-
fied that Ballard had recovered from the
diseased mentioned and was oneof the
stropgest men for his size ln Omaha;
Ballard was of sound micd when not
dronk,

Joseph Freitman was calledas the next
witnese: He s a botcher mow but did
some time sgo run a meat market with-
In three doors of the Bt, James hotel on
Tenth street; was around the hotel about
the 15th of March last, He knew Bal-
lard, and Varpoortan, used to msee Bal-
lard nearly every day. He always acted
decent cnoogh through the summer,
but sbout a weok before
shootlng Varpoorten he had
been drinklog; up to that timse his charao-
ter had been regular; just befora the
shooling, however, he had been drinking
beavlly and acted In a willd manner,
About sn hour before the shooting wit-
ness heard Ballard say that be was golng
to make it hot for somebody. Didn't
think he was then In hils right senses;
aaw him in the saloon and he was drank.
It being noon and plalntifl not desiring
to prooce with the ecross-examioation
just then the court took & recess until 2
o'clook,

AFTERNOON SESSION,

Joseph Freltman was re-called to the
stand, when court convened at 2 o'clock,
for cross exasmination, In referrlog to
the expression nsed by prisoner on Sun.
day, March 15, the dsy of the wurder,
witness underatood it to be, *'1 will make
It hot for pome of them;" prisoucr had
been drinking, and was very fall, but
could walk without steggzerlng, Witneas
thought that the prisoner was drunker
tha* day than he had been for s long time
previouely,

Hedirect examination —Witness didn't

see the shooting fake piace. All he knew
bout It in what he heard others eay.

Edward O'Conner was sworn as the
noxt witness, Had known Ballard since
187%; was with him three years every
day; darlog that threo yeara every time
he got a little money aheand he used to
“go on a tear” and stay on It untll he
was worn out and lald np; mever acted
wild, no far as I know; was mever ugly;
never saw hlm stagger; can tell a man
when sober. Witness teatlfiad that
about one month sgo he saw prilsoner in
the jail and the prisoner at that ilme
didn’t recognize the witnoss,

Nothlog new oame out on the oross ex-
amination,

William McHue, who has been living
here alnce 1860, was the mnext witness
callad, He had known Dallard since
1867: he was In the bablt of drinking
every timo he could get It; some timea
waa drunk two and three weeks at a
tIme; some times he wounld be qniet and
pome timen would be wild; first time wit-
neas saw Ballard drunk he was butting
his head agalnst boxes and barrals down
on Farnam atreet to show what he could
do; for the last four or five yenrs his men-
tal conditlon has beon growlng worse all
the time,

Thomas Werte oalled; he had known
Ballard ten years quite Intimately; he has
been running for the St, James and act-
Ing an night clork; knew Verpocrien;
sometimes Ballard went on a apree, after
which he wounld go to work again, and
was a good man at his business, In
establishing the businsss relations be-
tween Uallard and Verpoorien, witness
testified that Verpoorten often torned
the night recelpta of the saloon over to
Ballard; never knew them to have a
quarral.

Wyley Dixon had known Ballard for
soventeen years; had scen him on a great
mony sprees; witness had seen him mild
drunk and crezy drunk; had seen him
attending to buziness when drunk,

On cross examination witnees testified
that as runner for the hotel Ballard was
able to attend to his business and deter-
mine between right and wrong,

Poter Borklesyn, a shosmaker who al-
weys made Bsllard's boots, had often
seen him brutally drank and been abused
by him; he didn’t know anything when
under the Intluence of llquor, and often
abused his best friends,

Dr. Pack was called as the next wit.
ness, and was asked If there Is suoh a
disense known to his professlon as di-
phthomanla, and In replyasid that there
wag, thongh he had neverreen acato, The
disease Is an frresistable craving, to do
something or being compelled to do
thinga that they didn't want to do.

COrosa examined—Insanlty Is a loss of
reason; witness never had much experi-
ence with insane persons; inssne per-
sonr, very often reason ratlonslly; the
dlffarence of diphthomanials the same
as delirlum tremens: 8 man may have
dipthomania and stlll be able to distin-
gulsh betwean right and wropg,

Dr, Darrow was recalled to the witness
stand to *estlfy as sn expert, asto the
physical atatus of Ballard, At present
he s ln an enemio condition, by which is
meant an absence of a normal amount of
red corpuesles in the blood. Thisls
brought about by a want of proper nu-
trition, by confinement, anythlog to dam-
age the health of the man, Ouawslde of &
few local troubles witness ln hils examln-
atlon of Ballard found no reason to be-
lieve that his system was deranged.

Dr,W.,0.8palding tock the stand as the
next witness, He testlfied In substance:
Insanlty ls marked by a weak and unnat-
ural atate of the memory, attention and
other Intellectusal faculties, such that the
patlent I8 not qualified to act as a free
member of society., There are many
epecies of Insanity Shero witnogs enumer—
ated some of then

Cross-examined by Eatelle, with a
view to ralsing an objectlon to witness'
teatimony; he sald that he had no eapecial
practice In the directlon of treating in-
sanity, but had simply treated the few
cases that came In his way.

Estelle here objected to witness as not
belog an expert in the matter of Insanity.
Objection overruled by the court.

Dr. Spaldiog then continned—**Moral
Insanity is that condition In which the
emotions are more affected than In the
other kind of insanities, For [nstance,
one person of a perfectly rane family may
bave a strong destructive tendency, a
deslra to destroy things, or aunlmals—
oven a strong tendency to murder. A man
having this dlseass may be aware of
the consequences of the mct of murder
may know what he Is doing, and yet may
be Lrreslatibly impelled to commit mur-
der. There la & disease known to
the professlon as dlpthomania-desean
from drunkenness—aleoholle Insanity.
This malady Is a kin to delirlom tremens.
A vletim of aleoholle insanity would be
Insane while suffering from the dlsease,
at another time not, The dlsease, In
other words, msy be sald to be Inter-
mittent,”

**Dipthomania,”’ continued the witness,
In answer to a question, *‘may be defined
to be an Irreslstible tendency to drunk
enness elther from aleohol or other stim.
ulants, A man thus afficted cannot con-
trol his appetite. When & man Is not
under the influence of a spell of the dis-
ease, he may have lucid momenta and be
perfectly able to attend to businees."

At this polnt, csunsel for defense

arked the wituess If from what
he saw of the defendant and had heard
from the wiiness, he believed that he
was Insane during his spells of drunken.
ness.  This was objected to by the proge-
cutlon on the ground that tho expert
would not testify #= to his oplnion on the
sctual inunltz.:f Ballard at the time of
the murder, ig his opinlon on the
hearlng of the facis connected with the
crlme as detalled by witnesses. Objectlon
snstalned by the court.
At thls polat, while the testimony of
Dr, Spaldlog was yet unconcluded, the
court took sn adjournment uantil 0:50
this moraing,
